EX-SENATOR WAKNEtt, MILLER. 


Miller, president of the Nicaragnan Canal 
company, two English engineers, several 
American capitalists and lady members of 
their families, and several newspaper cor- 
respondents who were bonnd for San Joan 
del Norte to inspect the route of the pro- 
posed ship canal between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific oceans. 
She left New York 


nnder the most auspicious circumstances 
March 14. From that day until March 36 
all the pleasures of a yachting trip were 
enjoyed. The weather was delightful, and 
the passengers enthusiastic over the bean- 
ties of the tropical seas. 


Early on the morning of the 96th thesbip 


strack the coral reef. 
The rasping and 


shaking noise of the contact brought every 
one on deck in various stages of undress. 
Fora brief period there was excitement 
and terror, but before daylight the absence 
of danger was apparent, and crew and pas- 
sengers posed for their pictures before 
leaving the vessel to seek shelter on a 
desert island seven miles away. The pho- 
tographer was Miss Scribner, daughter of 
the Hon. 6. Hilton Scribner, of Yonfcers, 
N. Y. 


Passengers and crew—ninety-three In all 


—reached the island in safety, and at once 
set about making themselves comfortable. 
Abundant provisions were secured from 
the wreck, tents were erected, and with the 
Inherent love of constitutional tormsof pro- 
cedure which characterizes most Ameri- 
cans, a provisional government was formed 
with ex-Senator Miller as executive officer. 
A boat was dispatched to the mainland to 
apprise an anxious world of the disaster, 
and the party settled down for as delight- 
ful a picnic an was ever experienced. One 
of the newspaper men says the whole affair 
went off like a well planned summer's out- 
iHg. Food, water and amusement were 
abundant. The tropical breezes tempered 
the hot sun and made day and night com 
foruble. Besides, there was a good supply 
of champagne and other luxuries. 


The party was taken from the island af- 


ter six days by the steamer Presidents 
Carazo. from Greytown, belonging to Mr. 
Alfred Pellas/one of the shipwrecked pic- 
nickers.

The literary and political circles of Lon-

Her 
heart was in a wild Butter of excitement 
when she alighted from the vehicle and 
discovered that her "unknown Faust" was 
following her. She felt that she would 
really like to know the gentleman, and 
that feeling overcame her scruples and in- 
duced her to go through the ceremony of 
self introduction on his part. After the 
ice was broken in this fashion "betrayal" 
followed. 
Mr. Hurlbert promised mar 


riage, bnt after repeated evasions confessed 
that the name of Wilfred Murray, which 
he is said to have assumed during the in- 
trigue, was false, and that he was a mar- 
ried man. Then, by way of reparation, he 
promised her $4,000 cash and tTSO a year 
for life. This money was not forthcoming, 
however, and on discovering the real name 
of her betrayer she brought this suit for 
damages. 


In defense Mr. Hurlbert entered a com- 


plete denial, and charged the plaintiff with 
a gross and wicked attempt at blackmail. 
It was utterly untrue, he declared, that he 
had ever passed under any other name than 
his own. Formerly, however, he employed 
a person named Wilfred Murray as his

st said if he really wrote them he "was 
lie vilest and most debased wretch who 
ver lived," were forged by Murray. A8 
treat deal of testimony was admitted to 
how the easy virtue of the plaintiff, who 
cknowledged certain irregularities in her 
ife prior to her acquaintance with Mr. 
Hurlbert. The jury concluded that her 
jtse was not proven and rendered a verdict 
)f acquittal on the ground that there bad 
>een no offer of marriage. 
Mr. Hurlbert, who has lived in Europe 
ince 1883, when Mr. Pulitzer bought the 
few York World, was for twenty-five 
ears one of the brightest, most prolific 
nd best known writers for the metroppli- 
&n press. He is the son of a Unitarian 
lergyrnan in Charleston, S. C., and his 
mother was a Randolph of New Jersey. 
Ie was born in the summer of 1827 and 
educated at Harvard, graduating with the 
class of 1847. He then entered the divinity 
chool and staid two years. For the next 
hree years he had charge of a.Unitarian 
church in Rhode Island. During this time 
ie wrote several very beautiful hymns, 
some of which are still in the song books 
used by the Unitarians. In 1855 he went 
o New York and began writing for Put- 
nam's Magazine. His ability was acknowl- 
edged at once, and Mr. Raymond gave him 
he place of chief editorial writer on the 
Sew York Times. 


It was while be was in this position that 


there appeared in the editorial page of the 
S'ew York Times that famous editorial 
called "The Elbows of the Mincio."

Secretary Blaine, how 
ever, said that he could say nothing what- 
ever on the nubject of the treaty, which is 
of such a nature as to preclude publu. i- 
tion until the president shall have hail a 
look at it He also declined to state 
whether or not the document was a treaty

law. 


The Premier Appeals Satisfied. 


This is an important point to he deter- 


mined, inasmuch as a treaty woulil have 
to go to the senate for ratification and 
would therefore run the chances of rejec- 
tion, wherea* a tariff agreement, such as 
those that have been made with the South 
American countries, can be put into oper- 
ation at one" by means of a proclamation 
by the president. It is generally thouirbt 
that it is an agreement of this sort. It is 
believed that Mr. Foster's preliminary re- 
port, largely verbal, was highly satisfac- 
tory to Secretary Blaine.

FOUR GIRLS BURNED TO DEATH. 


The Bodies of the Vlcllrni So Badly Dis- 


figured That IdentiBcatiou Was Very 
Dimenlt—An Explosion of Natural Gas 
•t Greenville, Ohio, Injure. Many Peo- 
ple—A Chicago Man Burned to Death— 
Dlnuter on the Ball. 
NEW YORK. May 2.—An explosion ot 


powder in a little one story structure in 
tbe rear of the building at 802 Union ave-i 
one, near One Hundred and Sixty-second 
street, caused the death of four persons 
«nd severely injured another. There were 
two small building* back of 9te, both oc- 
cupied by George Kreamer, a manufact- 
urer of fireworks, who lived over the store 
ID the front building. Kreamer employ- 
ed about a dozen young girls and two or 
three boys. 
Just before 3 o'clock Fri- 


day afternoon there was a flash in one of 
the buildings, in which there were at the 
time six or seven persona. Three of thr 
girls were stunned and blinded oy the 
explosion aud almost in a moment were 
burned to death. 
They were Lillie Ham- 


mond, aged 19: Mamie Lynch, aged 17, 
and Jennie Hartley, aged 17. 


The Bodies Badly Disfigured. 


One little girl, Lottie Horn, aged 14. 


was so severely burned tbat she died 
about six 
hours after tbe accident. 


George Kreamer, the proprietor of the 
place, wan severely, but it is believed not 
dangerously, burned about the arms and 
head. The fire itself was of little ac- 
count. Tbe flames were quickly extin 
guished, and ax soon as possible tbe bodies 
of the girls were taken out of the ruina. 
It was only after the most careful exam- 
ination that tbe bodies were identified, al- 
though it was known which of tbe girls 
at work in the place bad been killed 
Their faces were disfigured beyond recog- 
nition, and the identification was finally 
completed by the aid of scraps of clothing 
and small articles ol jewelry that were 
recognized by the victims' families. Tue 
Horn girl was taken to her Lome after 
she had been rescued from the burning 
buiidiug. 


No Accounting for the Explosion. 


She was not stunned by the explosion 


and managed to stagger out into the 
open air, but her clothing bad caught 
fire, and before it could be extinguished 
she was 
fearfully 
burned.

could give no explanation of bow the tx 
plosion was'- caused.

small fireworks and did not keep a large 
quantity of powder on band.

Some of the girls who 
were at work in the place, but escaped 
unhurt, could uot account for the explo- 
sion.

Is there any wonder that the young men 


of New England should work with the de- 
SMeracy. The republican party persists la 
trying questions that were settled before 
many of those young men were born. And 
when It does admit a question of today It in- 
sists upon dragging the stump oratory of 30 
yesiBigointothedlacasston.

TALE OF A CANDLE END. 


At a hotel in New York, a few yean ago, 


1 fell in with a mining engineer from Mex- 
ico who told me • stirring tale from his ex- 
periences In that romantic region. This 
tale I well remember, for, as will be seen, 
it was impressed on my mind by a scene 
which formed a sequel to the story, and of 
which I was a witness tbat very evening. 
The engineer and I bad dined together. 
and spent a pleasant time in talking over 
our past adventures. There in the smok- 
ing room we lost count of the time; the 
other guests dropped off one by one, and 
the vast hotel became silent. It was past 
midnight when my friend began his story, 
a long one for the time of night: but I did 
not interrupt him, I was only too glad to 
sit still and listen, with my eyes on the 
dark bearded face opposite, lighted up at 
times by the memory ot dangers past and 
gone. There was a look of anxiety on hie 
face when in repose, the meaning of which 
I was soon to learn, but by the strange*: 
accident. 


My wife and 1 (he began) were married 


away there in Mexico two years ago. Now 
it is just two years ago that what I have to 
tell yon took place. 
At tbat time I was 


engineer to several mines in Mexico, travel 
ing from one to another the greater part 
of the year. Some of those mines had 
been worked for centuries, following where 
the veins of silver led thousands of yards 
away from the little opening in the mount 
ain side, which looked Hie a rathole from 
the valley below. Not a few of these were 
in a very dangerous state, but of all the 
mines in my district none were in a more 
critical condition than the three old work- 
ings above the picturesque village of Palo* 
de Santa Fe.

Hitherto her 
dislike for him had been .evident; besides 
she was apparently afraid of him. Now.

Hei 
manner was now one ot shy acquiescence 
in her lover's claims.
